When Valero Refinery Aruba 
closed its doors in late August 
of 2009, officials stated it was 
“indefinite” but kept lines of 
communication open and em¬ 
ployees on full salary in anti¬ 
cipation of a possible change 
of administration. This oc¬ 
curred in September of that 
year, and the new government 
headed by Prime Minister 
Mike Eman, with the efforts of 
Minister of Finance, Commu¬ 
nication, Utilities and Energy, 
Mike de Meza, announced in 
June of 2010 an agreement had 
been reached with Valero Re¬ 


finery Aruba and the facility 
would reopen within 3 months 
with an investment by Valero 
of $50 million to retool and 
restart. 

Yesterday morning, the 
government called a media 
conference extraordinary, to 
announce the refinery has been 
deemed safe for operation and 
will begin limited production 
this coming weekend. “We 
have been working around the 
clock,” explained Ray Buck- 
ley, Vice President and General 
Manager of Valero Refinery 
Aruba. “Total cost for retool¬ 


ing to acceptable production 
and safety levels were $97 mil¬ 
lion dollars; we expect to be in 
full production by mid-Janu¬ 
ary, 2011.” 

Prime Minister Eman and 
Minister de Meza emphasized 
the economic importance of 
the refinery and their agree¬ 
ments with Valero. Central 
Bank of Aruba predicts re¬ 
sumed production will in¬ 
crease the island’s GDP by 10 
to 12%, which strengthens the 
value of the Aruban florin. Ad¬ 
ditionally, Valero had an agree¬ 
ment prior to closing to 
provide low cost fuel oil to 
Aruba’s power and water pro¬ 
ducer, WEB. This service will 
recommence with the restart¬ 
ing of the refinery, thus lower¬ 
ing the cost of power 
production for Aruba, which 
will eventually be passed on to 
the consumer. 

The special meeting in¬ 
cluded the signing of an agree¬ 
ment between Valero and the 
Aruban Government to jointly 
pursue the establishment of a 
Liquid Natural Gas facility on 
the island, which will initially 
provide for the needs of both 
Valero and WEB.

DUBAI, United Ara Emirates 
(AFP) - An Internet posting 
yesterday attributed to a senior 
Al-Qaeda leader in Iraq 
warned that last weekend's 
deadly bombings in Stockholm 
were "only the beginning," and 
threatened attacks against 
NATO and Europe. 

In an audio recording on the 
Shumukh al-Islam Islamic 
website, a man identified as 
Abu Suleiman al-Nasser, a 
leader of the Al-Qaeda affiliate 
in Iraq, warned that the Swe¬ 
den attacks were "only the be¬ 
ginning of a new era in our 
jihad," or holy war. 

Suleiman, who is "war min¬ 
ister" of the Islamic State of 
Iraq (ISI), warned NATO 
countries to "withdraw their 
troops from Afghanistan im¬ 
mediately and uncondition¬ 
ally," and to "stop their war 
against Islam." 


SANTO DOMINGO, The Do¬ 
minican Republic (AFP) - The 
number of cholera cases in the 
Dominican Republic has risen 
to 32, but with no fatal cases 
from the outbreak, news re¬ 
ports said yesterday. 

Health officials have intro¬ 
duced new measures to slow 
the advance of the cholera epi¬ 
demic from neighboring Haiti, 


Otherwise, "you'll have no 
security" and "expect that we 
will strike at the heart of Eu¬ 
rope," the speaker warned in 
the nearly two-minute record¬ 
ing. 

In a separate communique 
signed in his name, the previ¬ 
ously unheard of Partisans of 
Islamic Jihad urged jihadists to 
try to wreak havoc during the 
Christmas and New Year holi¬ 
days in the West with false re¬ 
ports of imminent attacks. 

"Take care in the coming 
days to sow terror and panic in 
unholy ground," said the state¬ 
ment on the Shumukh al-Islam 
site. "We want to terrify with 
false alerts." 

The same website on Sun¬ 
day identified the bomber be¬ 
hind Saturday's attacks in 
Stockholm as Taimur Abdel- 
wahab and published a photo¬ 
graph it said was him.

Cholera cases in Dominican

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US warns Haiti could risk 
aid freeze 


WAKEFIELD, Canada (AFP) 
- The United States and 
Canada yesterday signaled 
mounting impatience with the 
leaders of Haiti warning them 
to make greater efforts to re¬ 
solve their nation's problems or 
risk an aid freeze. 

US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said there was 
"a growing frustration... that as 
we're approaching the one- 
year anniversary of the Haitian 
earthquake that there hasn't 
been the kind of coordinated, 
coherent response from the 
government of Haiti that is 
called for." 

Haiti, hit by more upheaval 
and unrest following the dis¬ 
puted results of November 
presidential elections, topped 
the agenda for North American 
talks in Canada. 

The United States and 
Canada have led efforts to 
pump aid and know-how into 
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Haiti since the January 12 
earthquake which devastated 
the capital Port-au-Prince, 
killed 250,000 people and left 
1.3 million homeless. 

Clinton said Friday's call to 
suspend direct aid to Haiti 
from Senator Patrick Leahy, 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
chairman, "should be heeded 
by the leaders of Haiti that this 
is a very strong signal that we 
expect more and we're looking 
for more." 

Leahy also urged Washing¬ 
ton to deny travel visas to top 
Haiti officials to force a fair 
outcome to the Caribbean na¬ 
tion's disputed presidential 
elections. 

His appeal came after violent 
protests — triggered by charges 
of vote-rigging — left five dead 
in cities around the impover¬ 
ished Caribbean country. 

Florida freeze 
squeezes orange 
juice prices 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Fears of 
frosty weather in Florida sent 
orange juice prices soaring to 
three-year highs on the New 
York commodities exchange 
yesterday. 

Weather forecasts warn the 
bitterly cold weather, with near 
record-lows, will hit the Sun¬ 
shine State until Wednesday. 

Governor Charles Crist has 
declared a state of emergency 
"due to the threat of severe 
cold weather and to ensure 
timely precautions are taken to 
protect Florida's agricultural 
crops and the general welfare 
of the State." 

Orange juice for January 
delivery jumped to 1.71 dollars 
a pound, up 10 cents from Fri¬ 
day, rising more than 15 per¬ 
cent since the beginning of the 
month. 

Florida's citrus market, the 
world's second largest after 
Brazil, generates more than 
nine billion dollars a year.

When negotiating for the re¬ 
opening of the refinery, the 
concept of a public/private 
project to reduce Aruba’s 
fuel costs and lower its car¬ 
bon footprint was a part of 
the discussion. 

During the Green Energy 
Conference in September/ 
October, Ray Buckley elab¬ 
orated on the plans for a 
joint facility, and the signing 
of this “Letter of Intent” 
confirms the determination 
of both parties to see it be¬ 
come a reality. Prime Minis¬ 
ter Eman read a letter of 
consent from the Foreign 
Minister of Venezuela to 
construct a pipeline from 
Venezuela to Aruba to pump 
natural gas to the island. 
This is one of the avenues of 
bringing LNG to Aruba, but 
not the only solution which 
designers of the project are 
exploring. 

The present agreement 
allows for the investigation 
of all possibilities of deploy¬ 
ing a LNG facility for 
Aruba. Engineers from both 


Valero and WEB will con¬ 
sider the construction of an 
LNG terminal, whether sta¬ 
ble on land or floating on the 
water, as an alternative or to 


augment a pipeline from 
Venezuela. Location and 
distribution are also being 
studied. It is proposed that 
the public transport system 


will be retooled to run on 
LNG, further reducing 
Aruba’s dependence on fos¬ 
sil fuel and C02 emissions. 
A study in 2007 revealed 


Aruba to be the 7th highest 
nation in the world for the 
production of C02 emis¬ 
sions per capita population. 
There showed a substantial 
reduction since 1990, but 
this is a placement on the 
charts that the present ad¬ 
ministration would very 
much like to remedy. 

Prime Minister Mike 
Eman expressed his grati¬ 
tude to Ray Buckley, Valero 
and Minister de Mesa for 
their concerted efforts to 
reach a viable agreement on 
all issues, which will benefit 
the company and the island 
economy. 

The refinery provides 
jobs for nearly 700 is¬ 
landers; many of which 
were kept on full salary by 
Valero for the entire time it 
was closed. It is expected to 
produce from 120,000 to 
140,000 barrels of refined 
product daily; 200,000 per 
day when operating at full 
capacity next year.

IBM pitches "smart" cities as 
planet savers 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
IBM is helping cities world¬ 
wide get ’’smarter” about 
using resources in ways that 
are good for the Earth as well 
as local budgets. 

IBM announced that the 
coastal Texas town of Corpus 
Christi has joined cities such 
as London, Sydney, Stock¬ 
holm, and Amsterdam in 
using Internet Age tools to 
better manage water, trash, 
parks and more. 

’’Look at the way the 
planet is evolving in terms of 
demographics and environ¬ 
mental considerations,” said 
Guruduth Banavar, chief 
technology officer of global 
public sector efforts at IBM. 

”It is pretty easy to see that 
we need to do some things 
dramatically differently.” 

Urbanization and climb¬ 
ing population are putting 
stress on the environment, 
and problems are exacerbated 
by inefficient uses of energy, 
water and land. 

Technology can glean in¬ 
formation about pipes, 
streets, parks, traffic and 
other once ’’dumb” parts of 
cities to effectively target so¬ 
lutions and, in some cases, 
fix things before they break, 
according to Banavar. 

’’There is a lot of informa¬ 
tion available to us through 
technology that is not being 
put to use very well,” he said. 

New York State based 
IBM and rivals such as 
Siemens in Germany and 
Cisco in California are pro¬ 
viding systems that collect, 
share, analyze and act on data 
from historically ’’dumb” 
things in communities. 

Banavar used the example 
of Corpus Christi, which 
went from tracking city work 
crews and projects on paper 
and index cards to getting 
real-time feedback and ana¬ 
lytics regarding roads, build¬ 
ings and more electronically. 

’’Now, they have informa¬ 
tion to say why problems 
occur, where they are and 


what can be done to prevent 
them,” Banavar said. ”At the 
end of the day, it is all about 
managing information to im¬ 
prove operations.” 

IBM software is being 
used in Corpus Christi to 
manage wastewater treatment 
plants, reservoirs, approxi¬ 
mately 1,250 miles (2,012 
kilometers) of wastewater 
mains and a water treatment 
plant that can hold 170 mil¬ 
lion gallons (643,520 cubic 
meters). 

The system is relied on to 
provide water to the city’s 
more than 280,000 residents. 

Tracking of water pipe re¬ 
pairs revealed that nearly a 
third of the problems were at 
1.4 percent of the sites 
served. Plans were put in 
place to fix underlying prob¬ 
lems and cut ongoing repair 
costs. 

Data analysis also showed 
that small pipes accounted 

Stem cells from 
diabetic men 

Someday, men with Type 1 
diabetes may be cured using 
stem cells from their own 
testes, if a current line of re¬ 
search pans out. 

Researchers have taken 
the stem cells that would dif¬ 
ferentiate into sperm from 
adult men and, after a five- 
week process, transformed 
them into cells that secrete 
insulin, just like the beta islet 
cells in the pancreas, which 
Type 1 diabetes destroys. The 
researchers will present their 
findings today (Dec. 12) at 
the American Society of Cell 
Biology 50th annual meeting 
in Philadelphia. 

In Type 1 diabetes, the im¬ 
mune system attacks and de¬ 
stroys the beta-islet cells of 
the pancreas, so the body can 
no longer process glucose 
using insulin, the hormone 
they produce. 

With these new, pseudo- 
pancreatic cells, the re¬ 
searchers have successfully 
brought down the blood glu- 


for a disproportionate num¬ 
ber of water main breaks, 
prompting a switch to larger 
pipes to avoid future troubles.

’’You can improve effi¬ 
ciencies maybe two-fold,” 
Banavar said. ’’When prob¬ 
lems persist, you can dig 
deeper to find out underlying 
causes and apply predictive 
maintenance.” 

Corpus Christi is going to 
use sensors in its trash collec¬ 
tion program to improve re¬ 
cycling and handling of 
waste. 

”We want to use informa¬ 
tion to make the planet a bet¬ 
ter place,” Banavar said. ”We 
can start solving these prob¬ 
lems on the city level, then 
start connecting cities and 
scale out across the whole 
planet.” 

Cities can have a more 
selfish motivation in that bet¬ 
ter using resources means 
doing more with tight budg¬ 
ets. 

’’Corpus Christi is evolv¬ 
ing into a more sustainable 
city,” said city administrative 
superintendent Steve Klep- 
per. 

”We have the real-time 
status of city services, auto¬ 
mated work orders and an 
overview of city’s infrastruc¬ 
ture to better manage our re¬ 
sources, as well as better 
maintain the city's mission- 
critical assets.”

cose levels of diabetic mice. 

The technique is promising, 
but there's still work to do. 

”We need to get the 
amount of insulin up to the 
point [of] being secreted 
from each cell that it will be 
enough to cure diabetes in 
humans,” said G. Ian Galli- 
cano, a developmental and 
stem cell biologist at George¬ 
town University Medical 
Center. ”If you are a mouse 
and you have diabetes, you 
are in luck, we can help you.” 

Embryonic stem cell re¬ 
search has also been a politi¬ 
cally sensitive topic, because 
it involves the destruction of 
a human embryo. Because of 
this, researchers have experi¬ 
mented with other tech¬ 
niques, such as this one, to 
turn adult cells into beta-islet 
cells. One involves coaxing 
adult cells back to an embry¬ 
onic-like state by introducing 
new genes into them - how¬ 
ever, these produce cancer, 
according to Gallicano. 



Navy test fires electromagnetic 
cannon 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US Navy announced a 
successful test Friday of an 
electromagnetic cannon ca¬ 
pable of firing a projectile 
110 nautical miles (200 kilo¬ 
meters) at five times the 
speed of sound. 

"This demonstration 
moves us one day closer to 
getting this advanced capa¬ 
bility to sea,” said Rear Ad¬ 
miral Nevin Carr, chief of 
naval research. 

Tested at the Navy's 
Dahlgren Surface Warfare 
Center in Virginia, the futur¬ 
istic weapon uses powerful 
jolts of electric current to pro¬ 
pel a non-explosive slug 
along rails before launching 
it at supersonic velocities. 

The latest test involved a 
33-megajoule shot, the most 
powerful ever attempted and 
three times that of the previ¬ 
ous test in January 2008. 

A megajoule is equivalent 
to the energy released when a 
one-tonne vehicle slams into 


a wall at 100 miles (160 kilo¬ 
meters) per hour. 

"Today's railgun test 
demonstrates the tactical rel¬ 
evance of this technology, 
which could one day comple¬ 
ment traditional surface ship 
combat systems,” Carr said. 

"The 33-megajoule shot 
means the Navy can fire pro¬ 
jectiles at least 110 nautical 
miles, placing sailors and 
marines at a safe standoff 
distance and out of harm's 
way.” 

He added that "the high 
velocities achievable are tac¬ 
tically relevant for air and 
missile defense.” 

The test model bears little 
resemblance to a gun. In¬ 
stead, thick black cables plug 
into the rear of what looks 
like a long rectangular grill. 

That armature holds the 
rails together as a powerful 
electric current surges 
through them, pushing the 
slug forward. 


WebTunes provides web-based 
iTunes interface 


Music fans who want to 
marry their song library to 
the power of the Web have a 
new potential union avail¬ 
able: WebTunes, a program 
that lets users play their 
iTunes library through their 
browser. 

Though it provides a Web 
interface, WebTunes is actu¬ 
ally a program that you in¬ 
stall on your home computer. 
Once set up, it automatically 
connects to your default 
browser, which in turn opens 
iTunes and displays the 
artists and albums in your li¬ 
brary—not in a grid or list, 
like Apple’s program, but in 
a “cloud” formation that dis¬ 
plays your most-played 
music most prominently. (It’s 


also worth noting that you 
can’t close iTunes while 
WebTunes is running on your 
browser; try, and iTunes will 
restart automatically.) 

WebTunes also displays a 
Wikipedia entry for the artist 
you ’ re hearing—although 
this is an imperfect feature: It 
displayed an entry for “The 
Clique Series” of young- 
adult novels while we played 
a song by The Quick & Easy 
Boys. 

The program also offers 
links to the artist and their 
music through AllMusic, 
Google, and the iTunes store. 
A feature that lets users share 
information about their music 
via social networking serv¬ 
ices is still unavailable.

Study: Few Lives Saved by 
Ovarian Cancer Screening 



screening only slightly re¬ 
duces the number of deaths 
from the disease, a new study 
finds. 

Until more sensitive 
screening tests can be devel¬ 
oped, other strategies, such 
as better prevention and 
treatment, are needed to sig¬ 
nificantly reduce deaths from 
ovarian cancer, the re¬ 
searchers from Duke Univer¬ 
sity Medical Center said. 

The study team used a 
computer-based model of 
ovarian cancer progression to 


assess how effective screen¬ 
ing is in reducing deaths 
from the disease. The model 
took into account that some 
types of ovarian cancers 
grow slowly while others 
grow more quickly. 

Annual screening leads to 
only a modest decrease in 
ovarian cancer deaths, found 
the study. 

"If we assume ovarian 
cancers grow and spread at 
different rates, the best 
screening strategy available 
will only reduce the number 
of women dying from this 
cancer by 11 percent. This is 
partially because the slower- 
growing cancers are more 
likely to be caught by a 
screening test," team leader 
Dr. Laura Havrilesky said in 
a journal news release. 

The findings support the 
widely held opinion that 
many ovarian cancers remain 
in the early stages for a long 
time, while advanced-stage 
ovarian cancers tend to 
spread rapidly. 


New swine flu deaths reported in UK 



LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Eight people have died from 
swine flu in England since 
early September, health au¬ 
thorities have told AFP, with 
Britain seemingly at the fore¬ 
front of a winter resurgence 
in Europe. 

The Health Protection 
Agency (HPA) insisted it was 
to be expected that the H1N1 
strain of flu that caused the 
2009 pandemic would be the 
most common strain this win¬ 
ter. 

A spokeswoman told AFP 
Saturday that since early Sep¬ 
tember, "10 deaths associated 
with confirmed influenza in¬ 
fection in England have been 
reported, eight with influenza 
AH1N1." 

Professor John Watson, 
head of respiratory diseases 


department at the HPA, told 
The Independent newspaper: 
"We seem to be in the van¬ 
guard on this. Other Euro¬ 
pean countries are just 
beginning to see some H1N1 
activity." 

Britain was among the 
first countries hit by swine 
flu after it emerged in Mex¬ 
ico early last year, and at one 
point recorded more than 
100,000 new cases a week as 
the virus was officially de¬ 
clared a pandemic. 

Watson said in a state¬ 
ment: "Over the last few 
weeks we have seen a rise in 
the number of cases of sea¬ 
sonal flu, including both 
H1N1 (2009) and fluB. 

"We have also received re¬ 
ports of patients with serious 
illness requiring hospitalisa¬ 
tion and outbreaks of flu in 
schools across the country." 

He warned that it was dan¬ 
gerous for the elderly, preg¬ 
nant women and people with 
heart, lung, liver or kidney 
problems, and urged people 
to get vaccinated if they were 
in an at-risk group. 

In Britain, spread of swine 
flu slowed over summer 2009 


then briefly accelerated again 
in cooler autumn weather and 
as children returned to school 
in September, but then 
dropped off into the winter 
months, and as vaccines 
started being used. The 
World Health Organisation 
declared the swine flu pan¬ 
demic over in August, more 
than a year after the new 
virus spread around the 
world, sparking panic and 
killing thousands before fiz¬ 
zling out.

British group Wellstream 



NEW YORK CITY, (AFP) - 
The US industrial conglomer¬ 
ate General Electric said on 
Monday it had launched a 
friendly takeover bid worth 
800 million pounds for British 
oil services company Well- 
stream Holdings. 

GE said it hoped the offer 
would be completed in the first 
quarter of 2011.

Wellstream has twice re¬ 
jected offers from GE but the 
parties in the last few days 
managed to reach an agree¬ 
ment, the Financial Times 
newspaper reported. 

The paper said the last offer 
was for 750 pence per share, 
which would value Wellstream 
at 755 million pounds. 

Wellstream is active at two 
production sites in Britain and 
Brazil, employing about 850 
people and is a leading sup¬ 
plier of flexible pipes for the 
oil and gas sector. 

Its operation in Brazil is 
among its chief attractions, 
with the Brazilian energy giant 
Petrobras among its biggest 
clients.

Euro turns higher against 
dollar 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The European single currency 
turned higher against the dollar 
on Monday as the markets 
welcomed apparent policy re¬ 
straint by China despite a sharp 
spike in its inflation rate, deal¬ 
ers said. 

They said the fact that 
China held fire on hiking inter¬ 
est rates despite news that in¬ 
flation jumped to 5.1 percent 
in November from 4.4 percent 
in October suggested Beijing 
may be very cautious in rein¬ 
ing in the economy. 

That view generally gave 
stock markets a boost, espe¬ 
cially in Asia where China is 
the major growth driver, as in¬ 
vestors were encouraged to 
take on a bit more risk — which 
also redounds to the euro’s 
benefit. 

Dealers said the investors 
were also waiting for a meet¬ 
ing of the US Federal Reserve 
this week while also keeping 
an eye on eurozone debt issues 
in the run up to a European 
Union summit. 

In late Monday trade, the

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil topped 91 dollars on Mon¬ 
day, helped by OPEC’s deci¬ 
sion to maintain the cartel’s 
output levels, a falling dollar 
and a cold snap in Europe, 
dealers said. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
delivery in January advanced 
77 cents to 91.25 dollars a bar¬ 
rel in London late afternoon 
trade. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for January, 
gained 73 cents to 88.52 dol¬ 
lars. 

"OPEC leaving output un¬ 
changed over the weekend and 
a dollar sell-off helped to pro¬ 
pel crude prices higher... in the 
midst of the ongoing cold snap 
in northwestern Europe,” VTB 
Capital analyst Andrey 
Kryuchenkov told AFP. 

The Organization of Petro¬ 
leum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) decided Saturday to 
hold its production quotas at a 
meeting in Ecuador's capital 
Quito, stressing looming risks 
to the fragile global economic 
recovery. 

The 12-nation cartel said 


euro was higher at 1.3382 dol¬ 
lars, up from 1.3226 dollars in 
New York late on Friday. 

The dollar was also weaker 
against the Japanese unit, 
falling to 83.56 yen from 83.94 
yen on Friday. 

The Fed is expected to 
maintain interest rates at their 
current historic low between 
zero and 0.25 percent but 
could give some detail on last 
month's decision to renew 
massive asset purchases in an 
effort to support recovery. 

"The Fed is not expected to 
do anything dramatic at its last 
meeting of the year,” Brooks 
said.

SEOUL, South Korea (AFP) - 
Lonesome South Koreans 
who have trouble finding true 
love can now get video calls 
from a beautiful and cute girl¬ 
friend — if they download a 
smartphone application. 

Nabix, a South Korean 
apps developer, launched one 
called "Honey, it's me!" on 
November 30 for iPhone 
users. It achieved 80,000 
downloads a day during an 
initial free launch period. 

There are a number of apps 
on the market that can make 
single men feel a little less 
lonesome, including a night 
time app that plays the sound 
of a female sleeping peace¬ 
fully on the next pillow. 

But the "Honey, it’s me!" 
app appears to be the first to 
make video-calls from a vir¬ 
tual model.

Her messages range 
from "Are you still 
sleeping?

"Pve developed this appli¬ 
cation to console people for 
their loneliness," Kim Yoon- 
Kak, head of Nabix, told AFP. 

Kim said usage had de¬ 
clined since the app went on 
sale for 1.99 dollars, but he 
planned to allow free down¬ 
loads again from this week. 

Early reaction to Mina has 
been enthusiastic. "It’s a bless¬ 
ing for all single men," praised 
one of the users on Twitter. 

"Mina called me while I 
was working overtime. This is 
just great," said another. 

Nabix now plans new ver¬ 
sions with more messages in 
English, Chinese and Japan¬ 
ese, both for free and with a 
charge for longer comments. 
An Android version will also 
be launched. 


Oprah sails Sydney Harbour 
with Russell Crowe 


SYDNEY, Australia (AFP) - 
US talkshow queen Oprah 
Winfrey sailed a postcard-per¬ 
fect Sydney Harbour with 
Oscar-winning actor Russell 
Crowe on Monday as she un¬ 
veiled an all-star lineup for her 
Opera House tapings. 

Winfrey, 56, hit the famous 
harbour's glittering waters on 
board the "Eagle Rock" with 
Crowe, a Sydney local, tailed 
by a flotilla of some 20 other 
yachts. 

Wearing a white cap given 
to her by Crowe and embla¬ 
zoned with the logo of his 
South Sydney Rabbitohs rugby 
league team, Winfrey beamed 
as she sat at the stern of the 
boat, talking sport with the 
"Gladiator" star. 

"I'm having the time of my 
life,” Winfrey said. 

The harbour featured heav¬ 
ily on the megastar's weekend 
itinerary, with a glittering wa¬ 
terfront reception Saturday 
night, complete with fireworks, 
followed by a Sunday morning 
climb of the Sydney Harbour 
Bridge and a visit to Bondi 
Beach. 

Australia paid 2.3 million 
US dollars to lure the talkshow 
diva Down Under — mostly to 
cover accommodation costs — 
but pundits claim the exposure 
could be worth more than ten 
times that amount. 

Winfrey has been mobbed 
by fans across Australia, and 
was afforded a reception in 
Melbourne normally reserved 
for royals or rock-stars. 



She will film a double 
episode extravaganza in front 
of 12,000 Australian fans in the 
Sydney Opera House forecourt 
Tuesday, with special guests to 
include Crowe, actors Hugh 
Jackman and Nicole Kidman 
and rock group Bon Jovi. 

Rapper Jay-Z will also fea¬ 
ture on the show, Oprah's pub¬ 
licists revealed Monday, with a 
"soaring finale" to star other 
"special guests” — rumoured by 
local media to include rock 
stars U2, who are currently 
touring Australia. 

The Oprah Winfrey Show 
said they received more than 
350,000 requests for the free 
tickets, with the lucky 12,000 
selected by ballot. The har- 
bourfront precinct will be in 
virtual lockdown for the event, 
with street closures and police 
cordons. 

So much footage had been 
gathered in Winfrey's whirl¬ 
wind tour the show said it 


would now screen four 
episodes of her "Ultimate Aus¬ 
tralian Adventure" in January 
2011. 

Tourism Minister Martin 
Ferguson said Winfrey and the 
300-strong audience she 
brought from the United States 
had visited more than 25 loca¬ 
tions across Australia in a vital 
boost for the ailing tourism in¬ 
dustry, struggling with the 
strong local currency. 

"Oprah's Australian visit is 
creating some incredibly mem¬ 
orable and powerful moments 
for what is one of the most suc¬ 
cessful television shows in his¬ 
tory," Ferguson said. He said 
Winfrey's show aired in 23 of 
Australia's 33 priority tourism 
markets and advertising worth 
more than 70 million US dol¬ 
lars had already been generated 
in Australia and the United 
States. 

"In many ways, the value of 
this deal is priceless," said Fer¬ 
guson. 


Dubai movie test opens with Firth film 



DUBAI,United Arab Emirates 
(AFP) - The seventh Dubai In¬ 
ternational Film Festival 
(DIFF) opened on Sunday with 
the Tom Hooper-directed "The 
King's Speech" starring Colin 
Firth, which movie pundits say 
is Oscar-bound. 

Firth plays the leading role 
as Britain's King George VI in 


the historical comedy set in a 
time of fading empire. 

A total of 157 films from 57 
countries are taking part in this 
year's DIFF, where new Arab 
talent is also on show, particu¬ 
larly from Egypt. 

"The seventh edition of the 
Dubai International Film Fes¬ 
tival will be extra special not 


only for the powerful show¬ 
case of movies from around 
the world and impressive talent 
line-up of globally acclaimed 
actors and directors, but also 
for the largest selections of 
quality, contemporary Arab 
cinema anywhere in the 
world," festival director Ab- 
dulhamid Juma said before the 
opening. 

Twelve full-length Arab 
films are in competition for the 
Muhr awards, including entries 
from Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, 
Iraq and Morocco.

Messi, Ronaldo light 
up European goals 
show 


PARIS (AFP) - Lionel Messi 
and Cristiano Ronaldo were 
locked at the top of the Span¬ 
ish scoring charts on Sunday 
as Barcelona and Real 
Madrid continued their en¬ 
thralling, high-stakes title 
duel. 

Barcelona demolished 
Real Sociedad 5-0, with 
Messi striking twice, to stay 
two points ahead of Real who 
saw off bottom club 
Zaragoza 3-1. 

Ronaldo was on the score- 
sheet in that match to join Ar¬ 
gentine master Messi on 17 
goals for the season. 

"Cristiano Ronaldo is a 
phenomenal player. He be¬ 
longs to La Liga and to Span¬ 
ish fans who watch him on 
television or in the stands," 
said Real boss Jose Mour- 
inho. 

"He puts on a show in 
every stadium he visits. Cris¬ 
tiano is a tremendous profes¬ 
sional and he scored one of 
the best goals of his collec¬ 
tion." 

In Italy, AC Milan won for 
the 10th time in 12 league 
games with a 3-0 success at 
Bologna. 

They are six points clear at 
the top thanks to goals from 
Kevin-Prince Boateng, 
Robinho and Zlatan Ibrahi- 
movic. 

Lazio failed in their bid to 
close the gap when Milos 
Krasic scored a stunning in¬ 
dividual winner with the last 
kick of the game to give Ju- 
ventus a 2-1 win over the 
Rome side. 

Juve are now in second 
place. 

Milan, who will be guar¬ 
anteed top spot in a week's 
time when Serie A shuts 
down for its winter break, are 
still in the running for three 
trophies. 

"Everything's possible, 
we're in the running for all 
the trophies (league, cup and 
Champions League), we have 
to keep going, don’t relax, 
there's still lots of games left 
so we’ll talk about the title an¬ 
other time," said Ibrahi- 
movic, who has nine league 


goals to his name. 

In Germany, Borussia 
Dortmund picked up their 
seventh straight win with a 2- 
0 victory over Werder Bre¬ 
men. 

A superbly struck free- 
kick after nine minutes by 
Dortmund's Turkey mid¬ 
fielder Nuri Sahin put the 
leaders ahead before Poland 
striker Robert Lewandowski 
netted in the 70th minute. 

It was Dortmund's 14th 
win from 16 games with their 
only defeat coming on the 
first day of the season back in 
August. The result left them 
11 points clear of Leverkusen 
who beat Hamburg 4-2. 

Champions Bayern Mu¬ 
nich remain 17 points behind, 
but they were buoyed by the 
news Bastian Schweinsteiger 
will stay with the club until 
2016. 

Lille stayed top in France 
but only after an injury time 
goal downed bottom club 
Arles-Avignon. 

With second-placed PSG 
keeping the wheels on their 
title push with a 2-1 win at 
Valenciennes, Lille were in 
danger of seeing their capital 
rivals overtake them. 

But after Arles had man¬ 
fully held their own Tulio De 
Melo popped up with a 
header in the 93rd minute to 
earn Lille their eighth win of 
the campaign. 

In Holland, defending 
champions FC Twente were 
crushed 6-2 at Heerenveen 
where Moroccan striker Ous- 
sama Assaidi struck a hat- 
trick. 

Third-placed Groningen 
are just two points behind 
leaders PSV Eindhoven after 
Tim Matavz scored both 
goals in a 2-0 home win over 
AZ Alkmaar. 

Ajax are a further point 
back in fourth spot after 
Christian Eriksen's 11th 
minute goal was enough to 
secure a 1-0 win at Vitesse 
Arnhem. 

PSV, who were held 0-0 at 
De Graafschap on Saturday, 
stay top with a one-point lead 
over FC Twente.

Patriots not slowed by snow, 
book playoff berth 



Nationals targeting Lee 
for first base 


CHICAGO (AFP) - New 
England defied bitter winter 
weather to secure their eighth 
NFL playoff berth in 10 sea¬ 
sons on Sunday with a 36-7 
thumping of the Chicago 
Bears. 

In gusting winds and 
swirling snow, Tom Brady 
threw for 369 yards and two 
touchdowns as the Patriots 
posted their fifth straight vic¬ 
tory and improved to 11-2. 

The victory came after a 
quick turnaround from the 
Patriots' 45-3 Monday night 
drubbing of the New York 
Jets. 

Despite the difficult condi¬ 
tions, Brady and the Patriots 
destroyed Chicago's third- 
ranked defense. He com¬ 
pleted 27 of 40 passes and 
went without an interception 
for the eighth consecutive 
game. 

"It's one of those days a lot 
of people would be cozied up 
near the fireplace drinking hot 
chocolate, but we work out on 
Sunday," Brady said. "And all 
of us were pretty much com¬ 
mitted to try to play well, try 
to execute well in pretty 
tough conditions and for the 
most part we did that." 

Deion Branch caught eight 
passes for a career-high 151 
yards, including a 59-yard 
touchdown to cap the first 
half. 


Wes Welker had eight re¬ 
ceptions for 115 yards and 
the Patriots totaled 475 yards 
while holding NFC North di¬ 
vision leaders Chicago to 
185. 

Although they assured 
themselves of a playoff berth, 
Brady said the Patriots had 
plenty of work to do. 

"There's a long way to 
go," he said. "I don't think 
anything's really been accom¬ 
plished yet. We're working 
hard. I don't think we've got 
every problem solved. There 
are plenty of defenses that 
have kicked us around this 
year. We don't sit in here and 
think we've got it all figured 
out." 

The Bears had won five on 
the trot since their bye. They 
remained one game ahead of 
Green Bay in the division 
after Green Bay were stunned 
7-3 by the lowly Detroit 
Lions. 

The Packers were ham¬ 
pered by the loss of quarter¬ 
back Aaron Rodgers in the 
second quarter. He was 
knocked out of the contest 
with his second concussion 
of the season. 

Atlanta also improved to 
11-2, maintaining the best 
record in the National Foot¬ 
ball conference with a 31-10 
victory over the NFL-worst 
Panthers in Carolina. 


Had other results fallen 
their way the Falcons could 
have punched their playoff 
ticket, but they'll have to wait 
after Philadelphia held off de¬ 
termined Dallas 30-27. 

Jacksonville edged closer 
to a playoff berth with a 38- 
31 victory over Oakland. 

David Garrard threw three 
touchdown passes and Mau¬ 
rice Jones-Drew and Rashad 
Jennings both topped 100 
yards rushing as the Jaguars 
overcame a 10-point deficit. 

The Jaguars stayed a game 
ahead of Indianapolis atop 
the AFC South and can clinch 
the division with a victory 
over the Colts next weekend. 

The Raiders lost for the 
third time in four weeks as 
their playoff aspirations 
faded in the AFC West. 

San Diego, whose own 
campaign for a fifth straight 
AFC West title appeared 
doomed in recent weeks, 
routed division leaders Kansas 
City 31-0 to pull within one 
game of the Chiefs. 

San Francisco notched a 
40-21 victory over NFC West 
rivals Seattle, moving within 
one game of the division¬ 
leading Seahawks and St. 
Louis Rams - who fell 31-13 
at New Orleans. 

Pittsburgh improved to 
10-3 with a 23-7 victory over 
hapless Cincinnati. 

Troy Polamalu and 
LaMarr Woodley returned in¬ 
terceptions of Bengals quar¬ 
terback Carson Palmer for 
touchdowns as Cincinnati 
dropped a franchise record 
10th straight contest. 

Miami kept their playoff 
hopes alive as they parlayed 
two early turnovers into their 
only points in a 10-6 victory 
over the New York Jets. 

In other games, Tampa Bay 
beat Washington 17-16, Buf¬ 
falo beat Cleveland 13-6 and 
Arizona beat Denver 43-13. 


WASHINGTON - The Na¬ 
tionals continue to look for a 
first baseman and they have 
expressed interest in free 
agent Derrek Lee, a baseball 
source confirmed to 
MLB.com. 

If Lee were to go to Wash¬ 
ington, it would mean that the 
team would have an above 
average defensive first base- 
man and a character person, 
who could lead players such 
as shortstop Ian Desmond 
and second baseman Danny 
Espinosa. 

Lee could provide power 
in the middle of the lineup. 
This past season, Lee played 
for the Cubs and Braves and 
hit a combined .260 with 19 
home runs and 80 RBIs. He 
played most of the season 
with a thumb injury and had 
surgery after the Braves were 
eliminated by the Giants in 
the National League Division 
Series. Lee is expected to be 
100 percent by Spring Train¬ 
ing. 

Lee is best known for his 
years with the Marlins and 
Cubs. He helped Florida de¬ 
feat the Yankees in the 2003 
World Series and was a big 
factor in the Cubs going to 


the postseason in 2007 and 
'08. 

During his 14-year career, 
Lee has a career .282 batting 
average with 312 home runs 
and 1,019 RBIs. He has also 
won three Gold Gloves. 

Lee isn’t the only player 
the Nationals are looking at 
to replace Adam Dunn at first 
base. They are still in the mix 
for Adam LaRoche. A source 
indicated that the two parties 
are in talks, but are not close 
to an agreement. 

Without saying who he 
was going after, general man¬ 
ager Mike Rizzo said re¬ 
cently he could be looking 
for a long- or short-term so¬ 
lution at the position. Rizzo 
said he is not going to be 
rushed into any deal. 

"We will explore both op¬ 
tions, so it expands our pool 
a little bit more," Rizzo said. 
"I don't ever want to feel 
rushed to do a deal. I think 
when you feel rushed to do a 
deal, you make a deal that 
you may not have wanted to 
do. So we are going to look at 
our options. We feel there are 
still good options out there, 
and we will see where they 
take us."

Canada’s only Hall of Famer 
gets his own stamp 


OTTAWA (AFP) - Ferguson 
Jenkins, the only Canadian in 
the Baseball Hall of Fame, 
celebrated his 68th birthday 
on Monday by watching 
Canada Post begin printing 
stamps bearing his image. 

The stamps, to be issued as 
part of Black History month 
next February, portray Jenk¬ 
ins while a youthful pitcher 
on the mound for the Chicago 
Cubs with a background of 
Jenkins being honored with 
his inclusion on the Canadian 
Walk of Fame in 2001. 

My family came with the 
Underground Railroad in the 
1800s, so it's pretty unique," 
said Jenkins, referring to the 


secret network that smuggled 
slaves to freedom in Canada 
from the United States. 

"My mother always told 
me you have to be proud of 
your heritage and where 
you're bom. That's a big plus 
for me." 

Jenkins, who was born in 
Chatham, Ontario, made his 
first appearance on a col¬ 
lectible trading card as a 
Major League Baseball 
player back in 1965. 

He went 284-226 over 19 
seasons with the Philadelphia 
Phillies, Texas Rangers, 
Boston Red Sox and the 
Cubs, compiling a 3.34 
earned-mn average. 
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
